| Two HEALTH RESORTS LI 
: CHINA. ; 
Kuling and Mohkanshan. 
(From an Occasional Correspondent.) 

Tho residents of Central Chins are favour- 
ed with two attractive sammor resorts,— 
Kuling, which is situated in the Lu Shan, 
some fifteen miles south of Kiukiang, and 
Mohkanshan, which is situated about ane 
hundred and=twenty-five miles ‘south-wost 
of Shanghai. I had some glimpses of both 
of these places in the month of August, and 
some notes concerning thom may be of 
intercst to-the readers of the Ohina Masi, 

Nomerons steamers are plying on the 
Yangtazo, and one can loave for the up- 
river trip any day of the wook.. The usnal 
prooodure is to go on board about 10 
or 11 p.m, and for, the steamer 
to start st midnight or shortly 
afterwards, It was my misfortune to havo 
to spond « most uncomfortable night on 
board, and find the ship: still tied to hor 
wharf at seven o'clock in’ tho morning. 
But the three days’ run up China’s magnifi- 
cent waterway had many delightful features. 
The officers of the good ship Kiang Awan 
were gonial, and tricd to add to’ the com- 
fort of tho passing stranger, Thore was 
always sbmething to interest one in tho 
ever-changing: sconic: panorama, Chin- 
Kiang is capecially protty in situation, 
There aro soveral picturesque, mountainous 
islands near, and the hills hat rise to ong 
side and back of the native town afford 
somo excellent building sites for foreigners. 

Naviking;-seer-only-from tho steamers 
dock, loaves alasting impression. Its walle 
atrotch away some eight or ten wiles, being 
goveral times that distance in circumference, 
and ombrncea vast aren, But thedovastation 
of the Taiping Rebellion is still apparent, 
Though I had. of course, never seen the 
famous Pagoda, it cine as o shock not 
to find it in the landscape.

Both places have dclightful water and pure 
invigorating air, and ono would not make 
a mistake in going to either in ordor to cs- 
capo the dobilitating effects of a South 
China summer.
